Deforestation Is Blamed. 

"This great catastrophe which 
threatens to wipe out the lives of 15,- 
OUU.OUO persons witliin the next sixty 
days, he said, is due to drouths, the 
natural result of tlie denudation of 
forests which lias gone on for centu- 
ries in North China. With few trees 
on the land to hold the moisture the 
natural consequence is that rainfall is 
small and uni-ertnin. 'Even in years 
when tile rainfall Is sufficient the Yel- 
low River and other river* break over 
their banks, unprotected by trees, 
wa.shing away the soil and deluging 
the crops. 

^ “It is u (irerulent idea that rice Is 
the main food of all the Chinese peo- 
ple. This Ls true in South China where 
travelers get their Impression and Is 
strengthened by the fact that nearly 
nil tlie Chinese in -^.merica came from 
Soutli China. In the fall, wheat Is 
sown in North China and after being 
harvested in the early summer, millet 
aud aorgltum are sown. 

Roots Always Eaten. 

. •'All these crops are harvested by 
being pulled up by the routs as these 
with the stalks and straw of the grain 
are the main dependence for fuel. In 
the years witen ci'ops are short it does 
not mean only that some little luxuries 
will have to be given up, but it moans 
that there will lie less of the coarse 
millet meal bread. It means that when 
the potatoes are cone the vines will be 
eaten ; it meaus ttiat Instead of two or 
tliree meals a day there will be only 
oue. 

k “Wlien a crop failure Is fifty per 
cent, as it often is, it means .tliat many 
starve to death. The last live crops 
have been only about ten per cent of 
Doniial. 

, “I'ractically all of North China is 
.Tillage after village, often only sepa- 
rated by a few yards of ground. In 
parts of Nortli China Ihe population 
Is twenty time.s denser tlian in Jeffer- 
son County. Tlie Chinaman may live 
and carry on a business in a port re- 
mote from his anccstr.il village, but be 
expects to go tlicre and spend his last 
da.vs and be buried by the side Of him 
ancostofs,” . . .
